Fifty-first Congress, under President Har­ 
rison, was under partisan attack as a “billion- 
dollar 
Congress.” Treasury Secretary Foster, 
instead of defending so enormous a budget, 
retorted calmly, “Well, isn t this a billion-dollar 
country?” 


It sure is Last year the federal governm ent 
spent a billion dollars just on writing letters.

So the administration has hired itself a 
cliche expert to teach government officials to 
say what they mean, mean what they say. and 
keep it short. From what has been revealed of 
officialese and gobbledegook, this seems like a 
herculean task. 
The National Archives is starting a cam­ 
paign to persuade all letter writers working for 
I he government to follow w hat it calls the 4-S 
Formula — Shortness, Simplicity, Strength, and 
Sincerity. 
The formula would cut unnecessary phrases. 
Millions of words could

frankly instead of using double-talk to

The very thought of a billion letters, total­ 
ing several hundred billion words, is overwhelm­ 
ing.

Ike Is On Top Again As Republicans Get Smart 


These Days

The Mallory Case 


G ranted that a rapist is entitled to due process of 
the law. arc not citizens entitled‘to juridical protec­ 
tion against rapists'1 Granted also that there may he 
• 
- 
a wide difference of opinion as to what should be done 
about Communists — should they be permitted to do 
their party wor* freely on the basis of the First 
Amendment or should they he prosecuted as spics 
and unregistered enemy agents—can there also be a 
deference of opinion about rapists? 


It would term to me thai the Supreme Court. 
in its present mood, has done more harm by the 
Mallory decision which freed a rapist on such 
technicalities as to make it practically impossible 
for police to function at all. Is the Mallory decision 
In be applied In (he mugger, the heroin pusher and 
the labor racketeer? 


F or what the Mallory decision says is. in effect, 
that the police may question a suspect as long as he 
is not under arrest, hut the moment the culprit is 
arrested, it is “ unreasonable delay” in arraigning him 
if the police use any time to make a case against him. 
I wonder whether any of the Supreme Court breth­ 
ren have any knowledge of police work. In the larger 
cities, the nature o! felonies has changed radically 
from what it was half a century ago. Back in those 
days. burglary was one of the most serious felonies; 
crim es w ere usually against property. 
Today, the prevalent crim es may he divided into 
three categories: 
I. 
Psychological crimes, committed by teen-agers, 
associated with sex, often involving rape and m urder; 
2. Crimes related lo narcotics, often involving children 
cif elem entary and high school age; 3. Rackets, involv­ 
ing not only gangsters but reputable businessmen, 
lawyers, bankers, public officials, which arise from the 
prospects of earning untaxed or untaxable money. 
The psychological prisoner is usually a teen-ager 
rn a very old man who has gone nuts over sex and 
to whom rape and murder are outlets for an emo­ 
tional build-up. It is found in the records that rape is 
a repetitive crime. The rapist will rape again if he 
gets a chance. Most often, he can only be caught by 
confession, because when a fellow commits a rape, he 
does not invite witnesses to watch him. It is done on 
a lonely road, in a cellar; on a roof top. 
If a Congressional com m ittee were to hold a 
hearing on this subject, the police of every city can 
produce records of denial for days, until confession 
comes, often with braggadocio. Without confession, the 
police usually do not have the slightest lead, except 
that a girl-child has disappeared as though in thin air. 


Now the Supreme Court has told the police of 
this country that they must not question the sus­ 
pect after he has been arrested, only before he 
has been arrested. 
In (hat rase, the police had 
better drop the matter altogether. 
It has been 
experience that the psycho does not talk until the 
police get him down town, as it is often called, put 
him through the “ line-up,” let him “ tell it to the 
judge.” No questioning at headquarters and no 
confessions. 


WASHINGTON 
Sometimes something does not 
happen which 
is a good deal 
more significant than what does 
happen. 
Only a few weeks ago, 
there seemed a real danger that

There are m any reasons for 
the change, like the (act that the 
Supreme Court has deflected to 
itself much of the anti-Eisenhow- 
er wrath of the conservatives. 
But in large part the change goes 
hack to two key decisions taken 
some weeks ago in the White 
House. 


The result of one of these deci­ 
sions has been “operation butter- 
up.” as it is som etim es called on 
Capitol Hill. When the President 
began his belated fight to save 
his program, hr decided to cou­ 
ple an appeal to the voters with 
a carefully staged campaign to 
woo the Congressional Republi­ 
cans. This cam paign, carried out 
with the precise planning of a 
military m aneuver, has been re­ 
m arkably successful.

This operation has also been 
carefully planned, right down to 
the picture of the President with 
the friends of his colored valet. 
The intense White House pres­ 
sure which resulted in a party 
line House vote defeating the key 
jury trial am endm ent was part 
of the operation So was the Nix- 
on-Knowland collaboration which

kidnaper knew he was certain to 
be caught. Cummings argued, the 
crim e wave would end. 
Out of this conversation cam e 
(he appointment of the late Henry 
Suydam. then correspondent of 
the Brooklyn Eagle, later editor 
of the Newark News, as public 
relations expert tor the FBI. 
Suydam did a great job tor the 
FBI. It had been severely criti­ 
cized in the Harding adm inistra­ 
tion when it was under William 
J. Burns, and scarcely noticed in 
the Coolidge-Harding adm inistra­ 
t e s . 
But Suydam began publicizing 
it. 
He went out to Hollywood, 
sold the movie producers on the 


idea 
that there 
was

treasure of dram a in FBI files 
Magazines blossomed out 
with 
stories by and about J. Edgar 
Hoover. 
Overnight the FBI be­ 
cam e famous. 
Then mysteriously an amend­ 
ment crept into the Justice De­ 
partm ent appropriation bill that 
no funds could be paid to any 
assistant to the Attorney General 
who was not a lawyer. 
Henry 
Suydam was not a lawyer. 
His 
salary was out. 
He resigned. 
Nobody asked how the amend­ 
ment got into the appropriation 
bill. They knew. 
Publicity-wise, 
the FBI had learned to walk 
alone

We of 
the press did not publish the fact 
th *t the FBI at first wouldn’t see 
her. for weeks refused to believe 
her story.

G re e n le a f 
kidnapers were finally caught in 
St. Louis and J. Edgar Hoover 
rushed out with an announce­ 
ment that the FBI once again 
had cracked a case, few news­ 
men published the real truth— 
namely, that Lieut. Lou Shoul­ 
ders. 
a St. 
Louis cop, 
really 
caught the kidnapers. 
When Boston burglars pulled 
the Brinks hank robbery on Jan. 
L , 1950. one of the biggest in 
history, the FBI let six years go 
by without catching them . Then 
when District Attorney G arrett 
B. Byrne finally got the clue 
that trapped the robbers, FBI 
publicity man Lou Nichols rushed 
out an announcement 
from J. 
Edgar Hoover taking the credit.
